this statem ent, asserting that he was 
perfectly satisfied with Indiana, and 
considered th at he would have lost 
rath er than gained had he been born 
in New Bedford or Beacon Hill. Af 
ter th at Indianans began to hold up 
their heads and take deliberate oc­ 
casion to tell people they were Hoos­ 
iers. 
Hoosier is significant of the dis­ 
tinctiveness of Indiana, just as Yan­ 
kee is of New England. In the midst 
of the middle western states, Indi­ 
ana has be<*n influenced by none of 
them, being sufficient unto herself 
and retaining her own particular in­ 
dividuality. 
It has been said th at 
if a high wall were built around In ­ 
diana, shutting her off from the rest 
of the world, she would still continue 
to sustain herself and operate her 
industries, regretting not so much 
th at she had lost the world, but th a t 
the world had lost Indiana. 
Indiana 
was practically the last 
frontier state to be settled. 
W hen 
her people came they m et the re­ 
sentm ent of the Indians who already 
had been disillusioned wMth regard 
to white men by other state settlers. 
Hence, for many years the wrhole te r­ 
ritory was the hotbed of various In­ 
dian outbreaks and uprisings, cul­ 
m inating at last in the Battle of Tip­ 
pecanoe. Tecumseh, seeing th a t his 
race was gradually 
being 
pushed 
westward under a system of unfair 
land claims, sought to federate all 
the tribes together and thus combat 
the white man. While banding to­ 
gether the Indians 
in 
the south, 
however. 
the 
n orthern 
Indians, 
worked into a frenzy by his brother, 
known as the Prophet, forced the is­ 
sue by a tta c k in g the settlers at Tip­ 
pecanoe* where 
Governor 
Harrison 
had his troops assembled. The battle. 
of course, turned out a victory for 
the settlers and 
proved 
the 
final 
blow to T ecum seh-* hopes of an In ­ 
dian federation. 
The territory was just beginning 
to attain a strong hold on exfstence 
when the war of 1812 came, exact 
ing its obligations in 
the 
way of 
money and men. 
The war with Mexi­ 
co. coming in 1846. found the state 
totally unprepared, with neither ade. 
quate finances or militia to answer 
the president’s call for volunteers 
It did pass**** a strenuous adjutant 
general, though, who carried through 
a rapid system of mobilization that 
broke all military records 
at 
the 
time, and when the troops finally 
departed Indiana 
had 
three regi­ 
ments, with two more in training.

Even the plain 
everyday Hoosier is now treated with 
marked respect, instead of amused 
toleration, for if he is not the secret 
au th o r of several successful poems 
himself, he is at least the type which 
has m ade Indiana famous.
